Highway Commission Appor-
tins $7,000 for Use on

000 for Cow Creek Road

The #tate highway commission in
its alloimént of funds for the prose-
cutlon of work in the various eoun-
ties of the state gave Josephine
$7.000, all of which (% to be expend-
ed upon the Pacific bighway and on
the Wolf Credk hill. Josephine and
Douglas countles were alloted $25.-
000 for use on the highway, The
road bulldfog that ¢can be prosecuted
by use of these funds will remove
the terror of travel through the Cow
Creek cadyon distriet, though it will
not do all that must be done there
to make a perfoct road of it, The
estimate made by Engineer Cantine
was of 344,000,

The $7,000 given Josephine coun-
ty will be used to reduce the grade
on the Wolf Creek hill, and will make
that stretch of rdad of an even and
low, gradient. Commisslaner Lind
appeared before the board at SBalem,
and {t was at his suggéstion that
this'work iz fo be done, The high-
way will be routed through Stage
Qonch pass, which Is the present
route of the road a# bullt by Jose-
philne county. In making this pass
Josephine already has an excellent
and smooth roadway with a max-
Imum of 11 per cent grade.

AUSTRIAN CONSUL GENERAL AT X, Y
LOSES CASTE WITH ADHINSTRATION

Washington, Nov. 13,—Evidence
obiained by the state department
concerning the activity of Austrian
Consul General Nuber of New York
as leader in alleged anti-American
plottings has made him persona non
grata with the administration. The
declsion as to what will be done with
him lies with Secretary of Stale
Lansing.

These facte developed today In the
wake of disclosures by former Aus-
trian Consul Gorlear of S8an Fran-
olsco that a spy system was fostered

{In lhlu.n-mmlr.r by Nuber and Ger-

man Ambatsador von Bernstorff; and
announcement that the department
of Justice Is probing recent susplclons
bomb explosions and fires in Ameri-
oan munitions of war plants.

Il Lansing takes the step he is re-
portell to belleve warranted by the
evidenge, hie will rovoke Nubor's exe-
quatura and terminate his offclal
atntun,
